Rent control in the District 
of Columbia is in danger. Cer- 
tain politicians in the Execu- 
tive Office of the District and 
some members of the City 
Council want to weaken the 
present bill and perhaps make 
it disappear entirely as the 
` years go by. 

The present bill was enacted 
in August of 1974 and has 
faced. tough sledding ever 

since. The Mayor provided 

-~ about one fifth of what was 
needed for the Housing Rent 
Commission, the Commission 
which adjudicates disputes 
‘between the tenants and land- 
lords. The landlords took the 
law to court the day after it 
was enacted and won a partial 
victory, shifting the burden of 
proof on the shoulders of the 
tenants during disputes. They 
then took it to the D.C. Court 
of Appeals trying to rule it as 
unconstitutional. It is there 
now and the ruling may come 
down against the citizens 
before this letter is in print. 

And, compounding these 
slings and darts of outrageous 
fortune, a new bill to replace 
the present one which expires 
on May 31, is under considera- 
tion by the City Council. This 
bill allows an 8% rent increase 
over the 12.32% allowed 
now.* 


The new bill changes the 
structure of the Housing Rent 
Commission. An administrator 
is placed over two tenant 
representatives and two land- 
lord representatives, and three 
public members (neutral 
members). This administrator 
could be susceptible to politi- 
cal pressure. Furthermore, the 
number of tenant and tanditord 
members is reduced. The 
citizens are pleased now be- 
cause they have four tenant 
members; the change suggests 
the possibility, if things get too 
political, for two tenant mem- 
bers and six landlord-leaning 
officials. 

There are other provisions — 
both in the present and new 
bill—that are not fair to 
tenants. For further informa- 
tion, call the City Wide 
Housing Coalition —737-3703.

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Repair 
Problems 


The District of Columbia 
Consumer Good Repair Regu- 
lation (No. 743) became 
effective July 15, 1974. Follow- 
ing is an explanation of your 
consumer rights and responsi- 
bilities under the Regulation. 


Types of Consumer Goods 
Repairs 


At the present time, the 
Consumer Goods Repair Regu- 
lation applies to repairs made 
on motor vehicles and elec- 
tronic equipment (televisions, 
radios, tape recorders, phono- 
graphs, etc.). 

Who Is Protected? 

The Regulation protects any 
consumer who has repairs 
made on a motor vehicle or on 
electronic equipment by a 

| dealer who provides repair 
services in the District of 
Columbia. As of November 15, 
1974, all D.C. consumer goods 


‘repair dealers must be li- 
censed. At a later date, the 


dealers must also have a 
supervisory inspector's li- 
cense. 

Your Rights 


These are your rights under 
the Consumer Goods Repair 
Regulation: 

Prior Disclosure of Service 
Charges. Before a repair dealer 
comes to your home for the 
purpose of making or estimat- 
ing costs of repairs, he must 
fully disclose any service 
charges or other fees which 
will be imposed, whether or 
not he performs the repairs. 
Receipt for Items to be 
Repaired. When a repair deal- 
er takes possession of your 
goods to be repaired, either 
from your home or in his shop, 
he must give you a receipt. 
The receipt must list the 
dealer's name, business ad- 
dress and telephone number; 
the name of the person who 
actually takes the items, a 
Jescription of the goods, and 
the date of receipt. 
Written Estimate. Before he 
begins any repair worl: on 
vour car or tlevision, for

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Police Foot Patrols 


“th the course of campaign- 
ing last summer again and 
against street crime emerged 
as a major problem confront- 
ing the citizens of Ward 2. 
Again and again | heard 


- people say that if police foot 


patrols were increased and 
more prevelant a lot of the 
street crime could be curbed. 

In January, in response to 
these real concerns, | intro- 
duced a Resolution before the 
Council that would increase 
the number of police foot 
partol personnel on our 
streets. This measure was 
referred to the Committee on 
Public Safety. 

In the course of Committee 
evaluation, Police Chief Culli- 
nane submitted information 
on both the definition and 
numbers of foot patrol person- 
nel on our streets. 

“1 Motorscooter operators 
are considered to be footmen 
provided with a means of 
increased mobility, and shall 
perform the duties of a foot 
patrolman on similar assign- 


~ ment. 


2. When on patrol, unless 
directed otherwise by compe- 
tent authority, motorscooter 
operators shall periodically 
dismount and patrol on foot.” 

‘In addition, Chief Cullinane 
submitted figures on Monthly 
Manhours on Foot Patrol. 
These figures for those Dis- 


. tricts in Ward 2 are as follows:

Dear Dick; 

This is in reply to your letter 
concerning illegal parking in 
several courts and alleys in 
Foggy Bottom. 

My parking ‘staff surveyed 
the problem area and con- 
cluded that, for the most part, 
parking is prohibited in those 
alleys. The Highways and 
Traffic Regulations in Section 
79-C-6 state that no parking 
will be permitted: “In any 
public alley, except parking 
shall be permitted in a public 


alley and at locations author- 


ized by permit and upon 
payment of rent as provided in 
Article 43, Section 3 of the 
Police Regulations, except in 
areas zoned R or S.P. as 
designated by the Zoning: 
Regulations” (C.O. 69-685). 
Records of the Zoning Com- 
mission indicate that Snows 
Court and Queen Ann’s Lane 
are zoned R5b. Therefore, 


- these do not qualify for rental. 


However, some of the space 
in the alley network is desig- 
nated private property. Here, 
it is up to each property owner 
to have police remove tres- 
passers. The enclosed schema- 
tic sketch shows which space 
is public and which private. 

We met with officials of the 
Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment on the scene and 
resolved doubts about which 
zones could be enforced with 
out initiation by property 
owners. They agreed to step 
up their enforcement effort in 
these zones. 

Please contact me if | can 
be of help to the Foggy 
Bottom Association in the 
future.

Repair Problems 


ëxample, the consumer goods 
repair dealer must give you a 
written estimateofthe cost of 
the repairs. You must then 
sign the estimat. to authorize 
the repairs. If you prefer, you 
may waive your right to a 
written estimate, and the 
dealer can communicate the 
cost estimate to you verbally. 
A written estimate is not 
required for repairs costing 


($15.00 or less. 


Modification of Estimated 
Costs. The total costs for repair 
services cannot exceed the 
cost quoted on the estimate by 
more than 20%. for repairs 
costing $300 or less, or by 
more than 10% for repairs 
costing more than $300, unless 
you agree to modify the cost 
beyond these amounts. 
Example: A dealer gives you 
a written estimate of $100 
repair work on your car. His 
final bill cannot exceed 
$120, unless you have been 
notified and agree to an 
increase. 
Return of Replaced Parts. If 
you choose, the repair dealer 
must give you any old, defec- 
tive parts which were replaced 
with new ones in making the 
repair (unless the part must be 
returned to the manufacturer 
or is too large to be moved 
easily). 
Tender of Goods and Final 
Bill. When the dealer- returns 
your repaired goods, he must 
give you a copy of the final 
bill, which he has signed. The 
final bill must list all work 
done and all prts replaced. 


Repair Dealer's Rights 


The consumer goods repair 


dealer also has rights under 


this Regulation, including: 
Charge for 
Handling. The repair dealer 


has a right to charge you for, 


making an estimate and/or 
handling your goods, whether 
or not the repairs are per- 
Charge for Estimates and 


Handling. The repair dealer ' 


has right to charge you for 
making as estimate and/or 
handling your goods, whether 
or not the repairs are per- 
formed. However, he must 
notify you of any such costs 
prinr to making the estimate or 
handling your goods. 


Estimates and —~ 


Storege Charges The repair 
dealer has right to ‘iarge you 
for storage of the repaired 
goods if you do not pick them 
up within analloted time. The 
deaier is required to notify you 
when the repairs are com- 
pleted, to name the date after 
which storage charges will 
begin, and to tell you the cost 
of such storate charges. 
Retention of Goods in Event of 
Dispute. If you have a dispute 
with the repair dealer about 
his charges or service and 
refuse to pay his bill, the 
dealer shall have a lein by 
operation of law...that is, he 
can hold your goods...until the 
dispute is resolved. 


Your Responsibilities 


You can help to make the 
Consumer Goods Repair Regu- 
lation effective by remember- 
ing your responsibilities: 

eDeal with reputable repair 

dealers. Look for a license 
on display in repair shops 
as of November 15, 1974. 
eAsk for disclosure of costs 
for estimates and handling, 
whether or not you have 
the repair performed. 
eObtain a receipt for your 
goods when the dealer 
picks it up, or when you 
leave it at his shop. 

eGet a written estimate of 

the repair cost and sign it 
to authorize the work. 
eMake sure the final costs 
are within the allowable 
limits of the estimated 
costs. 

elf desired, get your re- 

placed parts back from the 
dealer. 
eObtain signed copy of the 
final bill and keep it as a 
record of the repair. 
eContact the D.C. Office of 


Consumer Affairs for addi- 


tional information or for 
alleged violations of the 
Regulation.
